Claims 1,2,5, and 7-21 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of the examiner's reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed 15 September 2010 are found persuasive. Specifically, the cited Glaab 
reference fails to teach taking any action when a scrambled television channel becomes 
unscrambled; rather, Glaab's monitoring device only takes action when an unscrambled 
channel becomes scrambled. Thus, Glaab fails to teach the claimed step of generating 
an indication when it is detected that a regularly scrambled television channel is 
received without scrambling. See Applicant's Arguments/Remarks at 6-7. Nor does the 
prior art, alone or in combination, teach the aforementioned step.
